Wore indebted to the only buman survivor of 
the ill futed German sbip Hanafor the following 
sad news which he has given us of the wreck of 
bie ship and drowning of captain, captain's wife, 
firatand second mites,aud seven of ber Eoropean 
crew, together with the Obinese cook und the 
Chines pilot. :

executed.

As to the purchase of the Canal, the President

During the march back some of our mon were 
av overcome with fatigue that they bad to be 
oarried on litters, and all who coulf-foundseats 
in the carriages whioh wore left at the “ Well” 
One Marine and two of the Volonteers wers 
knocked down by the sun, and several others 
were seriously ill from the samecanse. The 
wounded from Sik-a-wei wore removed, with us, 
and the blac-jackets managed to place. the ro- 
mains of the poor fellows who had fallen, in 
boats, by which they were conveyed past the 
Bt, Catherine's Bridge, and thence by land to 
the cemetery. Wa eouid not give them sep:- 
rate graves and they were all buried hurriedly 
in the trench surrounding the ground, whioh 
was afterwards enclosed, anda monument erect- 
ed to record how they died and where they 
were laid, There are thirty-four names on that 
atone. . 

Weary as we were, the anxiety of our ininda 
as to the next eventa,and the excitement of an- 
other fight in prospect kept us from giving 
way; bat as we passed down the Matoo, where 
the shops were mostly shut and all deserted, 
our spirits were sorely tried by the uuwonted 
agpest of the Settlement. Just as we renched 
the Bund a’ shot from the Thurderer. went 
whiatling into the city, and then another and 
another, They were shelling the gates.
